this agency such powers possessed by 
the wheat board of 1919 as come with 
in provincial jurisdiction.” 

There was protracted discussion on 
the respective methods of the com 
pulsory and the voluntary pool, Right 
Hon, Arthur Meighen, leader of the 
Opposition, complained that the 
wheat board was being submitted to 
a long and cruel process of strangu 
lation and the House hould not be 
asked to put in the final stab He 
favored a voluntary board. The Op 
position policy was subsequently ex 


pressed in an amendment submitted 
by Donald Sutherland of South Ox 
ford, calling for reference of the 
report back to the agriculture com 
mittee with instruction to amend it 
so as to read 

“It is desirable in the national in 
terests that the Government immedi 
ately create a national wheat market 
ing agency, similar to the Canada 
Wheat Board of 1919, but on a volun 
tary basis, tully in accordance with 
the powers of Parliament, for the mar 
keting of the wheat crop of 1922, and 
that to this end Federal legislation 


be introduced immediately, such legis 


lation to provide further that the said 
board may, with the approval of the 
governor-in-councll, exercise such fur 
ther powers or duties as may be com 
petently conferred upon it by legisla 
tion of any province,’ 

Hion. W. R. Motherwell, Minister of
